HINTS FOR FARMERS 


Year's Fcslclcr Crop.

mouth may piove a valuable crop foi 
early pasture or soiling next sprint;. 
sajs Am en can Cultivator. While it is 
not among tlic most nutritious of for- 
age crops, its carlinc&s is an impoitaiit 
item, and when the hay crop run's: 
shoit in the eaiij skiing a culling ol 
succulent rye with grain enough to 
make up for its lack ot protein rpaket. 
it sen e a good pin-pose both i'or young 
stock or ccv\ s in milk. Like the wheat, 
it pays well to get good seed, v\ ork the 
land well and use about 400 pounds o! 
good commercial fertilizer per acre. It 
can be taken off eaily cno'jga to allow 
some other crops to follow it.

dressing graes lands this month with 
the manure in the barnyard and about 
three weeks later going over it with 
lisjht harrow or brush should add to the 
hay crop next year. 


Storing Potatoes. 


About storing potatoes, I would sny 


that directly from the field to the cel- 
lar as soon as picked and sirfSciently 
dry is the best way, says a writer in 
Now England Homestead. This sa-tos 
jouicb hard woik and time as well. 
Thure is no danger of potatoes over- 
heating in the cellar in warm weather 
if gp.cn good Circulation of air. The 
windows md doors, jf there be any, 
should bo daikcned'by hanging before 
them burlap or open sacking, which 
shuts out the light sufficiently and al- 
lows plenty of air to circulate. When 
the cellar is closed for the winter, the 
temperature should be kept as even as 
possible, say between 35 and 40 de- 
grees.

THIRTEEN LOST BY A CLOUDBURST. 


A Passenger Train Goes Down a Steep 


Kmbiiiikmeut uucl Nearly Two Score 
o* Persons Are Badly Hurt—Serious 
Fires at Several Points—A Chapter 
of Accidents. 
San Antonio, Tex., Sept. 28.—News 


has been received of a terrible disas- 
ter that occurred in Presidio county, 
near the Rio Grande river, ±3 men who 
•were prospecting for cinibar losing 
their lives in floods caused by a water- 
spout or cloudburst 
The dead: Wil- 


liam Bolis, George Holton, Henry Car- 
ter, Hernandez Costello, Phillip Hum- 
phries, Peier Schaiier, Aifreiio Mou- 
tez, .William Jefferson, Thomas Frez- 
zel, Algernon Rhea, Casper Deuisch- 
raan, George Ainch, Rabiel Carr. The 
men were in two parties, camped one 
mile apart, in a dry ravine known as 
Alaminto creek, in which there had 
been no water for 15 months on ac- 
count of a drouth. The men wore 
asleep when there was a cloudburst 
several miles up the ravine. A vol- 
ume of water 20 feet high wasiiefl 
clown the channels of the ravine and 
swept over the men at the two camps 
before they were aware of their dan- 
ger. All were drowned. 


Down an Embankment, 


Omaha, Sept. 28.—The through pas- 


senger train from St. Louis to Omaha 
oh the V-'abash was wrecked seven 
miles from Council Bluffs. The entire 
train, consisting of mail and baggage 
cars, two day coaches, a chair car and 
Pullman, rolled down an IS-fcot em- 
bankment and turned bottom side up, 
the engine alone remaining on the 
track. 
The engine stopped with the 


forward trucks on the edge of the 
bridge over Indian creek. 
The train 


had nearly 100 passengers and it 
seems almost a miracle that none 
were killed. Three were perhaps fa- 
tally injured, 16 seriously hurt and a 
score of others received minor bruises. 
The cause of the wreck is thought to 
be due to spreading of the rails on 
the curve where it occurred. 


Valuable Horses Crushed. 


Plymouth, Mich., Sept. 28.—A palace 


horse car en roate to Cincinnati from 
Fort Erie was shunted upon a siding 
on the Pere Marquette road. It over- 
turned, killing two valuable race- 
horses and injuring three others so 
that they had to be killed. The rest 
of the animals in the car were cut up 
badly. Besides the horses a party of 
eight men and boys, two women and 
two little girls were in the car, of 
whom several received slight bruises. 
The two torses killed outright were 
Flasher and Toluca. The latter once 
held the six and one-half furlongs rec- 
ord, and W. C. Whitney paid ?12,000' 
for the torse at the time. 


Philadelphia Fire. 


Philadelphia, Sept. 23. — The rear 


portion of the 7-story building extend- 
ing from Nos. 529 and 532 Arch street 
back to Cherry street, and which is 
owned by Paxton, Comfort & Com- 
pany, manufacturers of general sup- 
plies, was considerably damaged by 
fire. The other occupants of the build- 
ing besides Paxson, Comfort & Com- 
pany are the Oxford book bindery, Jo- 
seph Potter & Son, straw goods, and 
F. W. Mauerer & Sons, manufacturers 
of upholsterers' materials. 
The loss 


is estimated at ?175.000, and is dis- 
tributed among the four occupants of 
the building. The insurance will cover 
the loss. 


Leather Plant Destroyed. 


Grand Rapids, Mich., Sept. 28.—Fire 


broke out in the ctn'ing and curing 
bxiilding of the Grand Rapids Learner 
company at Mill Creek, four miles 
north of this city, on Grand river, and 
destroyed it .and a large stock of cured 
leather and machinery. The loss is

sured. The whole plant was threat- 
ened and fire apparatus has been seat 
from here. 


Fired by a Spark. 


Plymouth, Mass., Sept. 28.—A spark 


from a locomotive on the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford railroad 
started a fire on the property of the 
Plymouth Cordage company at North 
Plymouth, which caused a loss of 
$100,000. 
Most of the loss was on 


4,000 bales of Manilla hemp.
